The working population ἐὰ Ghana today 
grew up in the Nyrumab era and has not 
forgotten the charismatic leader who ied 
Africa in independence, His internationa? 
Standing and the visible progress which 
Ghana was making in the years after inde- 
pendence are firmly embedded in many 
people’s memory, The modern barbour at 
Tema, the aluminium smelting plant and the 
Volta dam electricity scheme are still there 
as evidence of his achievements. So are the 
schools that were built and the rapid stridea 
made during those years in education. 

By contrast, the memory of the corruption 
under his regime, the mismanagement and 
political oppression has faded. In any case, 
many Ghanalans say — Including the new 
military leaders —- that the excesses of the 
Busia regime equalled it they did not exceed 
those of the Nkrumah administration.

frost can harm them. You can buy 
a cut of any size. 

Kalavassah highlights every soup 
and it can also be used as a ve- 
getable. Even a dessert (a pumpkin 
pie!) can be made of it, 

Pumpkin with Chick Peas 
3 cups chick peas, 1 Kilo (less if 
you wish) brisket of beef, 4 Peeps. 
ow, 1 teaspoon cinnamon, salt and 
pepper, water, to cover, 1 kilo of

Sear the meat in the hot oil Add 
the chick peas and the seasonings.

during pregnancy, and that the num- 
ber of mentally defective children 
\s very small in relation to the 
number of orgasms involved: this 
may ‘be statistically correct, but, 
even if a tiny percentage only of 
bables are affected, Mr. Limner has 
ἃ point. 


MEDICAL BASIS 


Medically, he bases his argument 
on the observations of the Kinseys, 
and of Masters and Johnson. The 
latter team studied 382 women and 
312 men in the processes of inter- 
course, or using manual ἀπ me- 
chanical means of manipulation. 
Man — and more important, in the 
context of Mr. Limrer’s argument, 
woman — react as violently to in- 
tercourse as if they were enguged 
ia vigorous athletic activities.

Boldiy he makes the point that 
monogamy is a rare state in human 
societies, a latter-day invention of 
the Christian ethic, Lamech very 
sensibly had two wives, Ada for 
procreation and Zillah for sexual 
relaxation. While polygamy would 
solve the problem raised by Limner, 
it Is doubtful whether, in these 
days of Women’s Lib, wives would 
accept lt. On the other hand, few 
men will aceept nine months of 
abstinence as the price of paterni- 
ty. 

The book cannot be dismissed as 
that of a crank — it has been ap- 
proved by doctors ike Alan F. Gutt- 
macher of Mount Sinai. It is a 
Strange work, a compendium of 
mysticism and medicine, Ddut ἰδ 
makes very stimulating reading, and 
should provoke dectors to study 
Limner's thesis scientifically. (It is 
published by Pyramid and sells for 
$1.25.)

— A 2)-year-oid terrorist 
was yesterday sentenced to 15 years’ 
imprisonment for throwing a gre- 
made at 2 police jeep and lsying a 
mine in El Arish which wounded 
three soldiers, 

The man, Hassan Mohammed 
Atsh, a Beduin of the Swarka Tribe 
of ἘΠ᾿ Arish, joined a terrorist or- 
ganization— for pay—in the be- 
ginning of 1971. On March 20 last 
year, he and four other terrorists 
laid a mine on a dirt road at the 
entrance to the ἘΠ Arish air strip. 
An army vehicle went over the mine 
and three soldiers were injured.

HAIFA. — The Eden Bar, a land- 
mark meeting place for off-duty 
sailors near the port entrance, was 
gutted by a midnight fire, alleed- 
ly caused by a sailor, on Monday 
night. Threa bar hostesses, over- 
tome by smoke, were taken to 
hospital for treatment; and one of 
them, Fanny Malka, 35, was hos- 
pitalized.
